MEN'S  BASKETBALL  TEAM  TAKES  MAC- 
NORTH  CROWN 


The  Susquehanna  campus  rocked  to  the  sounds 
of  thunderous  cheers  as  the  Crusader  men's  bas- 
ketball team  hosted  the  first  men's  hoop  playoff 
games  in  school  history  on  February  23  and  25. 
As  it  turned  out,  the  Orange  and  Maroon  student 
body  helped  the  team  to  its  second  MAC- 
Northern  Division  title  in  four  years. 
In  order  to  advance  to  the  title  contest,  head 
coach  Don  Harnum's  troops  first  had  to  get  by  the 
Monarchs  of  King's  College  in  the  semifinals.  SU 
started  cold  and  trailed  by  ten  at  the  half,  32-22. 
But  sophomore  point  guard  Will  Ciecierski  elec- 
trified the  SU  faithful  with  14  second  half  points 
as  the  Crusaders  stormed  back  for  the  67-64  win. 
Senior  Jim  Dimond  blocked  King's  attempt  to  tie 
with  four  seconds  left. 

The  win  advanced  the  Orange  and  Maroon  to  the 
title  against  defending  champion  Scranton  before 
1,079  screaming  fans,  believed  to  be  the  largest 
crowd  ever  at  an  SU  men's  basketball  game.  The 
script  was  similar,  as  cold  shooting  allowed  the 
visitors  to  take  a  41-34  lead  into  the  dressing 
room,  only  to  have  Ciecierski  lead  the  Crusaders 
back.  The  sleek-shooting  guard  scored  20  of  his 
career-high  29  points  in  the  second  half,  includ- 
ing 4  for  4  from  three-point  range,  as  SU  took  the 
game  and  the  title  78-71.

Senior  catcher  Dan  Barker  closed  out  an  outstanding 
career,  which  found  him  among  the  all-time  leading  SU  hitters,  by  being  the  top 
vote-getter  on  the  MAC-North  All  Stars,  as  well  as  one  of  only  two  MAC  players 
selected  for  the  All-Regional  team.  Starting  outfielder  Bill  Mueller  and  third 
baseman  Mike  Haubner  also  closed  out  fine  careers.  The  loss  of  the  three  seniors 
was  eased  by  the  development  of  a  young  starting  lineup.  That  youth  included  the 
squad's  leading  hitter  in  shortstop  Kevin  Erminio,  who  batted  .412,  as  well  as  its 
leading  pitcher  in  freshman  sidewinder  Ken  Jonach,  who  finished  at  4-0  with  a  2.18
